in his abfence, ‘‘ Dear Madam! he was not ful- 
ly fenfib'e of che extremely dangerous fituation of 
yourchild ; it has a fever, che rickets in its bowels, 
the corfumption in its blood, the canker in its 
flonvach, and a putrid fever juft ferting in.” 
A remedy muft be preferibed for each difeafe, and 
Others to prevent thole ju commencing. My 
houfe isconverted into aa apothecary’s thop, and 
the -impotter has more fuccelsfuliy impeached his 
predeceffors chareQler, than by dircly taxing 
him with ignorance.® Thus introduced, his cha- 
radter is eventually eflablifhed. Should natere, 
not ithllegding the addition to the cifeulr of a load 
of mediciges, difengage herielf, ‘tis, ** Oh! the 
ferprifing fkill of the doétor!’’ Or, fhould the 
dilorde, be procracted by injudicious applications, 
uat.! fome of thefe dreadful difeafes adiually take 
pace, ‘tis thea, ‘Oh! he was right.”"—My 
wite, whofe fears had railed thele and many more 
namele(s difeafes in her imagination, pronounces 
him right. Our former dedtor is forfaken. My 
chil ren are robbed of their conftitutioas, by injy- 
Cicious or teo free ufe of medicines. [am robbed 
of my property, andin a degree of the affrdions 
of my wife, who is ready to tax me with the 
wart of satural affections for my children. Is 
there no remedy ?—I would afk another queftion : 
Cannot the Legiflature, coafitteat with the coniti- 
tution and principles of general liberty, regulate 
the education and introduétion of young gentlemen 
to the practice of phyfic and fargery? This would 
prevent the rapid increafe of thofe ignorant pre- 
tenjers to the nuble art of neatinG;: Andume 
and death might poflibly fo far miftake their own 
intere ft, as now and then torid the world, one by 
One, of thofe pelts of fociety.—An education ade- 
rate to the importance of the object, would add 
© dignity to the pofleflur, aad raile him above the 

















low cunning and little villainous infinuations too 
uccefsfully practifed at the prefent day. If there 
is nothing to be hoped for from this quarter, may 
every friend to humanity exert himfelf to diffemi- 
nate ufeful knowledge among every clafs of citi- 
zens, that they may be le(fs {ubje€ to impofitions. 
May more attention be paid to the education of 
youth, e(pecially to female education, as on that 
fex devolves the more immediate care of children, 
aad their influence is great in the choice of medi- 
cal aflilance.—May libraries be placed in every 
tovn on fuch a liberal plan that thofe difpofed to 
read may have accefs to them.—Lattly, efleem that 
man a fool ora knave, and treat him with the pity 
or contempt he deferves, be his popularity ever fo 
great, be his profeflion phyfic, fergery, or mixed, 
who fhall take a youth from the plough, or other 
occupations of life, with only the comman leara- 
ing of this part of the country, which is general- 
ly very fmalj, and in one or two years (which is 
double the term of the apprenticethip of fome, 
though lefs than a good genius would require to 
leara to form a tolerable horfe fhoe nai!) prefame 
to recommend him qualified for praftice! Such a 
mailer, if not a fool, is at leait acceffary to mur- 
der. Such apprentice, on the death of bis Sirk 
patient, deferves to be punifhed for man flaughter: 
And the man who employs him for himfelf (if he 
fuFvives) or for his children, or fervants, ought 
to be treated ia the way aod manner by the jaw 
prefcribed for perfons xox compos mentis. Vv.

MiracuLous PreservaTion. 

N the the civil wars in France, on account of 
religious difputes, whea the Catholics befieged 
Ronen, in 1652, Francis Civile, one of the moit 
interefted geatiemen of the Calvinift party, re- 
ceived a wound, which made him fall fenlelefs 
from the rampart iato the town. Some foldiers 
who fuppofed him dead, {ripped and buried him, 

with the ufual negligence on thofe occafions. 

A trufly and affeétionai< per/oo, whom he re- 
tained in his fervice, defirous of procuring for his 
maiter, a more honorable burial, Went with a 
defign to find hisbody. His fearch being fruitlefs 
amongft feveral dead bodies which were quite dif- 
figured, he covered them again with earth, bet fo 
as that the hand of one of them remaining wnco- 
vercd. As hewas returning, he looked behind him, 
and perceived that hand; and the apprchenfion he 
was under, that fuch an objeét might excite the 
dogs for to unearth the dead body for devouring it, 
induced him to come back, in order to cover it. 

The moment he was going to exercife this pious 
office, a gleam of light from the moon jufl coming 
out of acloud, made him perceive a diamond ring 
Civile wore on his finger. Without lofs of time, 
he takes up his maiter, who had till breath in him, 
and carried him to the hofpital of the wounded; 
but the furgeons, who had been quite fatigued 
with labour, aad confidering him as on the point 
of death would take no trouble about his wound. 
‘The fervant then found himielt obliged to tran{- 
port him to his own inn, where he languithed four 
days without any help, at che end of this time, two 





phyficians had the complaifance to vifithim. They 
cleanfed his wound, and put him in a way to live. 

‘The town having been taken by affault, the con- 
querors were fo barbarous as to throw him out of 
the window. He fortunately fell on a heap of 
dung, where, abandoned by every one, he ftill 
pafied three days. Ducroifet, his relation, had 
him privately carried off in the night, and fentto 
a houfe in the country, where his wound was 
drefi-d at leifure. There, after fo many kinds of 
death, he recovered fo perfect a health, that he 
furvived forty years all thofe accidents. 

That particelar providence, which had faved 
this mao froin fo many perils, had alfo prefided 
o-erhis birth, lis mother, dying with child dur- 
ing the abfeace of her hufbaad, tiad been buried, 
withoot any one thinking to extract the child by 
the Cefariaa operation. The day after the was 
iarerred, the hufband arrives, and learns with fur- 
prife the death of his wife, and the little attention 
that was had for the frvit of her womb. He re- 
quiresher grave to be dug up; and, having had 
her opened, Civile was extracted, fill living.

The young Italian 
had likewile a green frock, and the guards who 
were in icarch of the murderer, guided by falfe 
appearances, feized on him, and two other men 
notfar off; they were all ihree loaded with irons 
and thrown into a gaol. The man in preen, who 
was fuppoied to have committed the murder, being 
brought before the awful magiftrate, and interro- 
gated denies with a proper and manly aflurance, 
the fa&, and perfilts in being innocent. ‘The im- 
perious Judge, unaccuftomed to receive fuch bold

his death, if he thought him culpable; or invol- 
ving him ia endlefs troubie by attempting to an- 
nul the fatal fentence of Avignon; befides be ho- 
ped that his innocence might beclearly proved, as 
it happened foon after. The money his father 
allowed him for travelling was'panétually remitted to 
the gallies by the Paris banker, who received the 
cuftomary receipts with a falfe date from Madrid, 
London or Paris. 

By the will of Providence that will never per- 
mit the innocent to fuffer, the real murdercr was 
condemned to the gallies for another crime, and 
as chance would have it, was chained to the fame 
oar with the innocent young Italian. ‘The villain 
behaved in fuch a thocking manner that he was 
hated by all the flaves, and at length he comple- 
ted the {core of his crimes by killing the ferjeant 
of the guards. Before his execution he declared 
before M. de Jean, grand provott of Toulon har- 
bour, that he had committed the murder near 
Avignon, for which another man was fent to the 
gallies. His teftimony confirmed the whole of the 
depofition, and M. de Jean, in order to deliver the

A report is circulating, that a gentleman in 
this city has received a letter from Philadelphia, 
which mentions tbat the Britith Packet (wath the 
February Mail) was captured three days after 
leaving Falmouth, by a French Frigate, aod car- 
ried into Breit. 

We learn, that the benefit refulting from the 
Theatre, on Tuefiay evening, for the benevolent 
porpole of alleviating the diitreffes of the widows 
and orphans cccafioned by the late form, amount- 
ed to upwards of 500 dollars. 

Lat weck arrived at Portiand, Capt. Young, 
in 15 days from St. Euftatius—he iniorms, that 
the day before he failed, a veffel arrived Uiere af- 
ter a fhort paffage, the Capt. of which informed 
him, that an Englith fleet had failed for the Weft- 
Indies, for the purpofe of taking the French lce- 
ward iflancs. 

Extra@ of a letter from Gibraltar, dated Janua- 
Ty 31, 1793: 

«« We have ftill great appearance of an imme- 
diate war with France, and that all the-powers of 
Europe will join there egainit that unfortunate 
country, which continges in very great confo- 
fion.”” 

Evecation of LOUIS XVI. 

Paris, Jan. 22 —Lowis was beheaded yefter- 
day at the place de Levis XVI at a quarter pait 
ten o'clock in the morning. He was coadutted 
thither in the Mayor's carriage, accompanied oy 
his-confeflor and two yendarmes. Great filence 
was 05 ferved during the proceffion, bet when he 
reached the fatal fyot, the noife of crums and 
trompets was grest.- He afcended the feaffold 
with Grmaels, made a fign he had jomething to 
fey: little, however, was heard, on eccount of 
the naife, except, ** Ldie ineecent! 1 forgive you 
al!’? The fenience was ioltantly executed, and 
vive la Naticn refounded on all fides, 

The whole place, and the avenues, were filled 
with troops of the line. 

A member of the convention, who voted for 
his death, was attacked in a Coffee houfe and kil- 
led, This it is feered is but the beginning of a 
fcene of bioodfhed, which will not foon be ter- 
minated. 

Londen, Yan, 12.—The French Admiral Tro- 
guet, fis fard to have received orders to. fail for 
the Mediceranear into the Atlantic, there to 
watch the motions Gf any {quadron that may be 
fent out from this country.. DireGions are givea 
for equipping fix fhips at Toulon to cruife in the 
Mediteranean. 

On the 4th inf. which was two days after Com- 
modere Murray’s arriving of Fluthing, he made 
the fignal for fix pilots, fur the purpofe of moving 
bis fquadron nearer the town, 

When the Iaft difpatches came from Holland, 
three Datch frigates were io fight of Fiuthing, 
working up to join Commodore Murray’s {quad- 
ron. 

Fan. 14.—Dilparches were on Saturday receiv- 
ed at Lord Grenviile’s office from the Hague, 
which were brooght over by the Dolphin Packet, 
Cane. Five. It is faid they contain afflurances on 
the part of the Durch to oppofe the invafion of 
the French ; and that they are determined to co- 
Operate wits car Court tu prevent the opening of 
the Scheldt. One of our frigates, in pafling up 





ran a ground, and was nearly loft, but was after- 
wards got off without any confiderable damage. 
At the fame time difpatches were received at the 
Admiralty from Fiutbing. 

A letter, faid:to*eome from an officer in Com- 
modore Murray’s fquadron, mentioos, that the 
Commodore being joined by two Dutch frigates, 
and having taken on board pilots at Flufhing, he 
entered the Scheldt on Thurfday lait. The Com- 
modore boarded one of the French frigates lying 
in the Scheldt, which the crew had abandoned on 
his approach. A {mall vefiel under French co- 
lours, on Tuefday attempting to fail up the Scheldt 
was fired at by the Dutch and funk, 

Bofton, March 21.—Capt. Henry Williams, of 
Salem, failed from Trinidad the soth of Feb. 
and left there Captains Jackfon, Ellion, and 
Miller, of Newbury Port : Capt. Miller arrived 
the 7:h, having loit his deck load, and his veffel 
had leaked fo, that he had kept both pumps go- 
ing the moft of the paflage ; and when he gor in, 
he was obliged to run his veffel on fhore in the 
mud, and then the leak ftopped. 

The day Captain Williams failed, it was pro- 
claimed by beat of drum, that every matter of a 
veffel fhuuld, on his arriva!, make report at the 
Governor's, of al! his paflengers; and if they 
had not brought cafh to maiatain themfelees, he 
maft take them away again, uniels they hada 
trade to maintain themfelves—that if he had any 
Mulattoes or Negroes he mult do the fame—and 
that they maft not bring any fwords, cutlaiics or 
guns with them. 

Capt. Williams left at Trinidad, one 64 gun- 
thip, 2 frigates and 1 floop of war (French) that 
would pot hoi the National flag.—They brough; 
6000 people from Martinique and Gaudaloupe. 
The Spanith Governor had hired an American 
floop to carry thereof an account to Spain. The 
trigates radders were unhung and hauled on fhore, 
and their fails unbent. Provifions of all kinds 
were plenty and cheap. z 


Philadelphia, March 25,—By a gentleman who 
arrived in town tat week irom Mero Difuiat, we 
are informed, that about the middle of January, 
ieven or eight Indians crofled Cumberland River 
to the north fide, near the mouth of White’s 
Creek, (feven miles from Nafhville) and there 
fell in with Gower, whom they fired on and 
mortally wounded ; he notwithftanding made his 
elcape to Hickman’s itation, whére he expired in 
a few days.
